Aeronatics : 

Bharadvaja is the author of this great Science. There are 
aphorisms on this science composed by that sage. These 
aphorisms can be seen in the verses of a work called 
"Bodhanandavritti". 

There are discriptions of the manufacturing methods of 
different kinds of aerial cars. The metal that has to be used 
and other tools that are required are given here. There is also 
description about how a pilot should practise and the things 
which give strength to him. 

Indeed it is quite thought provoking. Another unique 
feature of this is that it delineates how an aerial car with three 
storeys can be manufactured. 

In this work sage Bharadvaja gives details about the visits 
one can make to different parts of the world and also about 
how different things can be carried in the aerial car. 

Tarpode, a scientist couple of mumbai, prepared an aerial 
car called 'marutsava' as per its specification. Exploiting the 
solar power their device flew about 2000 ft. and fell beyond 
the sea. This event took place in 1865. Obviously the first 
expedition in an aeroplane happened in India. 
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
